Silk !s obtained from the shellfish 


known as the pinna, which is found in 
the Mediterranean. This shelllish has I 
the power of spinning a viscid silk 
which in Sicily is made into a regular 
nnd very handsome fabric. The silk is 
spun by the shelllish in the. lirst in- 
stance for the purpose of attaching it- 
eolf to the rocks. It Is able to guide the 
delicate filaments to the proper place 
nnd tiiere glue them fast, and if they 
are out away it nin reproduce them. 
The material when gathered (which Is i 
done at low tide) is washed in soap anil j 
witter, dried, straightened and carded, 
one pound of the coarse lilament yield- 
Ing about three ounces of line thread.

A Farmers' Institute Specialist 


Under date of February -I. the de- 


partment of agriculture, Washington, 
announces the important fact that 


the 
secretary of agriculture has 


created a new position in the office of 
experiment stations in order to bring 
the United States department of agri- 
culture into closer touch with the 
great farmers' 
institute 
movement 


throughout the country. 
Last year 


abutt 
'27(10 Institutes were held in 


forty-four states and were attended by 
over eight hundred thousand persons. 
The institutes have thus become a 
powerful agency for the practical edu- 
cation of farmers and the movement 
has reached a point where it is felt 
that a national, co-operating with the 
state managers of institutes may be 
of great benefit. 
Much of the work of 


the institutes is done with the aid of 
the agricultural colleges anrl exper- 
iment stations, and it was therefore 
deemed appropriate that the depart- 
ment should extend aid to thy insti- 
tutes through the office of experiment 
stations, which represents the secre- 
tary in his relations to the colleges 
and stations which has already done 
much to promote the general interests 
of agricultural education 
in 
this 


country. 
The new officer, \vho is to 


be called a farmers' institute spec- 
ialist will be under the general super- 
vision of the director of the office of 
experiment 
stations, and
